Tax Override 
‘ Fails--- Schools 
Face Cuts 


The electorate handed the Yorba 
Linda Elementary School District 
(YLESD) a crashirg blow by failing 
to pass the proposed 87-cent per 


$100 assessed valuation § tax 
override. 

Twenty-eight per cent, or 1,470 of 
the city’s 5,148 voters turned out to 
cast their votes. The override had 
required a simple majority to pass. 

The district now has to contend 
with eliminating $140,000 from the 
basic programs for the 1975-76 
school year. 

‘‘The tragedy is that now we have 
to make further reductions in what 
was already alow budget program,”’ 
said Jim Bremer, president of the 
YLESD Board of Trustees. 

Yorba Linda’s per pupil expendi- 
ture is already the second lowest in 


the county. 

Schools that will be affected 
because of the measure’s failure to 
pass are Yorba Linda Junior High 
School, Mabel Paine, Rose Drive 
and Nixon schools. 

Areas of cut-backs will be defined 
over the next month, according to 
Bremer. Under consideration are: 

--Transportation: Increase walk- 
ing boundaries. Eliminate field 
trips. 

--Class size: Increase minimum 
number of pupils to 35 per class, 
kindergarten through sixth grade. 

--Seventh period: Elimination of 
this period from the junior high 
school day. 

--Electives: Eliminate programs 
such as home economics, foreign 
languages and shop. 


Bremer emphasized school of- 
ficials will do everything to maintain 
a quality program for YLESD school 
children. But he said the city cannot 
cut back ‘‘on educational frills 
because there are no frills from 
which to cut.’’ 

The district does not have nurses, 
coordinators or math and reading 
specialists. Personnel is already at a 
minimum. 

Bremer added he personally felt 
the district has no choice other than 
to hold another election this 
November. However, a successful 
override would not become effective 
until November of 1976, 

Unless the Legislature changes its 
funding rules, the district will only 
receive six per cent per child in 
additional funding from the state 


this year. But expenses have gone 
up 12 per cent per child over last 
year. j 

Superintendent Dr. Sterling Fox 
expressed disappointment over the 
election results, saying he had 
hoped the community ‘‘would have 
done right by our schools and 
supported the measure’’. 

Altogether, Yorba Linda voters 
turned in 842 No votes to 663 Yes 
votes, according to the Orange 
County Registrar of voters,

Tax-Of $400; 


Placed On 
Oil Wells 


Owners of oil wells in Yorba Linda 
will pay an annual $400 tax_on each 
of their wells, the city council voted 
last Tuesday. _ 

The business license tax is set at 
$400 per well. It becomes effective 
July 1._ 

Councilman Whit Cromwell voted 
against the measure saying the $400 
would be an unfair amount to impose 
on small well owners. 

Councilman Rudy Castro did not 
attend the meeting. 

Art Simonian, city administrator, 
said the city will get $90,000 in 
additional revenue per year as a 
result of the assessment. 

Added revenue from the taxes will 

go into the city’s general fund as 
opposed to being earmarked for a 
specific project or account. 
_ Owners of the oil wells. have 
consistently opposed taxation of 
their wells here. They say oil 
companies are already paying their 
fair share of taxes. 

Some owners and operators also 
said they might be forced to stop 
production if the tax cuts too 
severely into their incomes.

Friday they beat Sexunel 
5 to 2, and on Saturday they rolled 
over Polytechnical 10 to 0. 

The final game on Sunday was 
played against an all-star Mexican 
team made up of the best players 
from the three teams previously 
played. U.S. won 3 to 2. 

The victory was won despite use of 
a smaller goal. Although the team 
had practiced with\a three-meter 
goal, the goal used in the 
tournament was only two meters. 

“‘It was a great pleasure,’’ Alan, 
who lives with his parents, Lt. Col. 
(ret.) and Mrs. LaMar Gresham, 
5322 Lynridge Dr., said. ‘‘You gain 
experience, ability, and internation- 
al friendship. When you play against 
another country, you learn a 
different style of the sport.’’

Board Faces Employee Matters 


In spite of strong objections from 
the 35 teachers present at its May 28 
meeting the Yorba Linda School 
District Board of Trustees adopted a 
new policy governing operation of 
schools during illegal work stop- 
pages. . 

In a letter sent to all district 
employees, Superintendent Sterling 
L: Fox stated, ‘‘The policy was 
adopted to be_used only in 
emergencies which might arise 
some day in the fuiure if one or more 
employees of the district were to 
engage in an illegal work stoppage. 

“If such illegal activity were to 
occur’’ Fox said, ‘‘the board felt the 
need for a policy to guide the orderly 
operation of the schools and to have 


a legal base from which to determine 
pay for employees.”’ 

The new policy requires_employ- 
ees requesting pay for sick leave 
used during ‘‘emergency condi- 
tions’ to submit a signed affidavit of 
illness and to provide a doctor’s 
statement. 

Employees requesting leave for 
other than illness must receive 
permission in advance from their 
principals. If prior notice cannot be 
given, the employee must sign an 
affidavit and provide written 
documentation of the personal 
necessity. 

The new policy also allows the 
school district to withold pay and 
initiate dismissal proceedings a- 


gainst employees who are absent 
without authorization. 

Under the new _ regulations, 
substitute teachers and temporary 
employees may be hired by the 
superintendent. Substitute teachers 
hired during a work stoppage may 
be paid up to the first step of the 
schoo] district salary schedule. In 
addition, employees may _ be 
temporarily reassigned at _ the 
discretion of the superintendent and 
may be paid the regular rate for the 
new position. The superintendent is 
also allowed to assign additional 
duties and new job classifications as 
needed.

Council Ponders Police Contract 


The Yorba Linda City Council 
Monday tackled the signing of_its 
annual police contract with the city 
of Brea. : 

Yorba Linda has no _ police 
department of its own. Not for want 
of suggestions, however; last year, 
three different proposals were 
offered for setting up an in-house 
department. 

But, in the end, a contract was 
signed with Brea. It was the fourth 
such entered. into with the 
neighboring community, continuing 
a practice begun in 1971. Previously, 
the county Sheriff’s Department had 
provided police services for the area. 

This year two bids were received: 
one, as usual, from Brea; and 
another from the Sheriff's Depart- 
ment. For the sake of fair 
comparison, service offered by both 
proposed contracts was based on 
that provided by last year’s--two 
patrol cars 24 hours a day, 20 hours a 
week of traffic control, and detective 
and juvenile service as needed. 

The bids were pretty close. The 
Sheriff's office proposed _a fee 
$392,300. plus an_ anticipated 
increase (due to increases in 
personnel costs) not to exceed 10 per 
cent. A seven per cent increase 
would bring the cost to the city up to 
$411,915. 

Brea offered two quotations. One, 
a flat fee with no built-in allowance 
for increases, amounted to 
$405,000. The other, allowing,. like 
the Sheriff's proposal, a cost- 
increase adjustment, was _ for 
$390,000 plus whatever_ increase 
Brea might grant its officers. The 
seven-per-cent figure, again, would 
bring up the cost to $405,200.

The refugee had to leave all her 
clothing behind because the 
helicopters, desperately trying to 
airlift as many Vietnamese vut of the 
country had ‘‘only room for people, 
not suitcases.”’ 

Many refugees who are still 
arriving at Pendleton from Guam, 
were caught in the same situation, 
Disney said. Their clothing is 
minimal. 

Garment donations to the 
refugees are being handled through 
Mrs. Disney, 528-1948. 


City Councilman Whit Cromwell 
objected to the size of the figure, 
saying however that he ‘‘coquld vate 
right now’’ for a $200,000 contract. 

Since only three council members 
were present, Councilmen Wedaa 
and Castro being absent on 
business, consideration of the 
contract was then continued to the 
council’s workshop meeting the 
following Tuesday night. 

Although the $405,000 contract 
for police services currently under 
consideration by the city represents 
an increase of $57,348 (or 16.5 per 


cent) over last year’s contract, the 
portion of this year’s proposed 
budget it constitutes, is very close to 
that of last year’s contract, 19 per 
cent versus 18. (The current 
proposed city budget shows an 
increase of eight per cent over last 
year’s.) 

For sake of comparison, police 
costs in 1973-74 were a bit over 
$316,000 making up 13_per cent of 
that year’s budget. Police costs for 
°74-"75 of $347,652 entailed an 
increase of 10 per cent over the 
previous year’s contract.

A few days after you read this, the House of Representatives is expected 
to pass a bill creating the Agency for Consumer Advocacy. It has already 
passed the Senate. 

Who wants this repackaged version of the Consumer Protection Agency 
bill defeated last year? Ralph Nader and his friends, the professional 
consumerists and Sens. Jacob Javits, Abraham Ribicoff and Charles Percy 
are its most ardent supporters. 

Who doesn’t want it? Most Americans, according to a recently published 
survey by Opinion Research Corp. 

It found that 7S per cent of the people do not favor efforts to create such an 
agency. Only 13 per cent do. And, more than half of those changed their 
minds when told that it would cost some $60 million in tax dollars over the 
next three years. 

In the same survey, 59 per cent said they were “‘usually”’ treated fairly in 
the marketplace, and another 27 per cent went further, saying they were 
‘‘almost always’’ treated fairly. Only 13 per cent said they had been treated 
‘‘unfairly’’ as consumers. 

Despite this evidence, the bill’s chief pushers forge ahead, Ostensibly, it 
would create an independent consumer voice in other government agencies’ 
public hearings. The argument is that the existing agencies responsible for 
watching out for the public interests aren’t really doing so. 

If that’s so, Congress could make any changes it wishes in the laws 
governing these existing ‘‘watchdogs”’ in order to improve them. 

If you owned a retail chain and one store was doing poorly, you might 
change managers, sales clerks, prices, advertising, decor, store hours or 
product lines, but you certainly wouldn’t cure the problem by opening up a 
competing store across the street. 

Yet, that’s just what Congress is about to do. It means another big 
bureaucracy which is bound to mushroom (don’t they all?). How will it 
determine what the consumer’s viewpoint is when it is supposed to 
represent some 210 million Americans? That’s easy: the bureaucrats will 


simply equate their own opinions with those of all consumers. 

Their opinions become yours whether you agree or not. 

And who are the agency’s spokesmen to be? Consumerists, if the 
professional consumerists have anything to say about it (and they are the 
ones who have persistently pushed this legislation for several years). 

One of the duties of this new agency would be to monitor the cost and 
quality of the goods we buy. Organized labor’s actions certainly have a direct 
bearing on such matters, but labor has been specifically exempted from the 
bill. That’s not surprising, considering the heavy political debt many 
congressmen owe to labor’s hierarchy for campaign support. 

The bill has an Orwellian twist, too. The agency could demand from 
private businesses confidential information and trade secrets which it could 


make public. 


Consumerists, who are obsessed with the idea of controlling the economy 
and production, couldn’t have dreamed up a better way to stifle new product 


development. 


Unless a few House members blink and take a second look at this bill the 
public doesn’t seem to want, it can only be stopped by a presidential veto.

To Begin 

A contract for the construction of 
the first mile of the El Cajon 
recreational bike trail has been 
awarded by the city to the R.J. Noble 
Co., which at,$16,500, had offered 
the lowest of six bids. 

The section, to be completed by 
start of school in the fall, will lie 
between Rose Drive and Valley 
View. It will include a 10-foot-wide 
bicycle path paved with three inches 
of asphalt and a 12-foot-wide horse 
trail. The bike trail will be on the 
south side and the horse trai] on the 
north, with a three-foot high rail 
fence separating them. 

Only half of the cost of the bike 
path is being paid by the city. 
Through a matching-fund agree- 
ment, the other half is being met by 
the county. 

Although the county will not 
supply money for the horse trail, 
construction of the dirt-surface path 
in conjunction with that of the bike 
trail will entail little additional 
expense, according to assistant city 
planner Vincent Bautista. 

The route was chosen since it was 
already is use by pupils of Rose 
Drive Elementary School to get to 
and from the school. Right-of-way 
has been granted across intervening 
church property. 

The section of trail marks the 
second step in the establishment of a 
system of bikeways in Yorba Linda. 
A year ago, City Planning Director 
Phil Paxton recalled recently, an 
experimental bike lane was striped 
onto Yorba Linda Boulevard and 
Fairmont east and south from their 
intersection. Use of the lane by local 
school children has shown its value, 
he said. 

Since the El Cajon Trail, which 
will follow the old Anaheim Union 
Water Co canal right-of-way, will 
not lie in a street, Paxton noted, an 
additional safety factor will be 
gained. 

Still more bike routes are planned 
for the future, including one in the 
area of Patton Plaza, now being built 
at the intersection of Yorba Linda 
Boulevard and Lakeview.

only the superintendent or his 
designee may authorize closing of a 
school facility. According to the new 
policy, a closing would occur only 
when ‘‘the health or safety of 
students or staff is deemed to be in 
imminent or serious jeopardy.” 

Any employee organization which 
urges its members to participate in 
an illegal work stoppage will risk 
losing its status as a_ verified 
employee organization. The offend- 
ing employee group would then. 
become unable to use the mail 
services, bulletin boards, telephone 
facilities or property of the district 
for_any purpose. In addition, the 
officers of the employee organiza- 
tion would be allowed to visit only 
the facilities in which they worked. 

During an illegal work stoppage, 
the superintendent may hire a 
private attorney to aid the board of 
trustees. 


Policy 1510 was adopted following 
an executive session which lasted 
beyond midnight. Discussion of the 
matter occured earlier in the 
evening at the request of Mary 
Pagel, a Yorba Linda Junior High 
instructor and president of the 
Yorba Linda Education Association. 

Mrs. Pagel questioned ‘‘what 
occasion brings such an item up’’ for 
consideration. She pointed out that 
the YLEA did ‘‘no negotiating 
during the tax campaign”’ and called 
the proposed policy ‘‘poor thanks for 
that type of cooperation’’. She urged 
the trustees to postpone their 
decision on the policy until its 
implementation could be negotiated 
through the Certificated Employees 
Council. 


Before proceeding to the next 
agenda item, Board President 
James Bremer said, ‘‘I think we're 
getting the spirit of the question’. 

“You have seen concern on the 
part of the teachers. To a faculty that 
is very dedicated, this is not exactly 
a sugar-coated pill,’ Mrs. Pagel 


answered.
